N«*w York, May 29.— Detectives are 
trying to obtain a clue to the sender 
of a dangerous infernal machine which 
was received by Dr. M. CL Dadirrlan, a 
local physician.

“ We hope this will kill you. 
If It 
docs not we will get you yet. 
—“Black Hand.” 
Dr. Marker G. Dadirrian is tin Ar­ 
menian and a physician of standing. 
For some tim e he has received “ Black 
Hand ’ letters in which demands for 
f l 0,000 were made. 
The 
police had 
been notified of the threats and the 
physician has remained on his guard. 
A suggestion th a t the attempted as­ 
sn, sination w as a development of the 
political squabbles of local Armenians 
was not entertained by the intended 
victim, who said that he could account 
for tho plot only on the ground that 
because of his nam e lie had been m is­ 
taken for an Italian from whom money 
might Le 
extracted by Black 
Hand 
murderers.

Believed T h a t the Kaiser W ilh e lm der 


Grosse Is Not Damaged. 
New York, May 29.— The North Ger­ 
man Lloyd steam ship Kaiser Wilhelm 
der Grosse, inbound, ran aground on 
th e west edge of th e main ship c h a n ­ 
nel. 
She is resting easy and is in no 
danger. 
It is believed that she can 
be floated without 
assistance at the 
next high tide. 
The officials of the company had re­ 
ceived no report from the vessel’s cap­ 
tain but prepared to send a tug to her. 
The fact that the steam er displayed 
no signals of distress satisfied the ofil- 
clals of the line that she did not wish 
Immediate assistance.

Senator Dolllver was 
re-elected by the last legislature. Un- 
dor the primary law Governor Cum ­ 
m ins’ n a m e 
will go on the 
prim ary 
ballot in 1908 and the people will he 
given an opportunity to express their 
preference for guidance 
of the next 
legislature^ which In 1909 will elect a 
successor to Senator Allison. W hether 
Senator Allison will be a candidate is 
not definitely known. 
Governor C um m in s’ announcem ent 
m ay m ean a precipitation of another 
fight such as was waged am ong Iowa 
Republicans last year.

T hey were unwilling to 
divide thoehnnces with the prospectors, 
b u t wanted him to take them all and 
give the farmer a sure thing w hether 
ore was found or not. fearing probably 
th a t the prospector would not correctly 
report tho'tinds, in the hope of securing 
the land later at a less price. 
As to drilling on the C uyuna range? 
the present season, he stated th a t he 
should continue work with four drills 
on his own land. 
H e had learned little 
of tho intentions of others, hut tho u g h t 
the sum m er would find mere drills at 
work than at present. 
So far as he 
knew no shafts would be sunk for the 
present.

T he last legislature passed the follow­ 
ing law regarding the desecration of 
Memorial day: 


CHAPTER 25 
S. F. NO 21. 


An act to prohibit the desecration of 
Memorial day, and provide for p unish­ 
ment thereof. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
th e Htate of Minnesota: 
Hection I. 
T h a t Jthe desecration of 
"Memorial 
Day,” the thirtieth (.’Kith) 
day of May of each year, by the playing 
of games of ball, cricket, football, and 
other like games, or by horse racing, 
bicycle racing, automobile racing, or 
any other sports calculated to a ttra c t 
attention to such games or sports and 
away from 
the memorial character of 
said day, within one-half mile of tho 
place where memorial exercises are in 
progress, is hereby prohibited and made 
unlawful d uring 
the hours from IO 
o’clock in th e forenoon to 3 o'clock in 
t 
afternoon of said day, and all saloons 
and other 
places where intoxicating 
j liquors are sold, shall be closed on said 
day between the hours of IO o’clock in 
the forenoon and 3 o’clock in the a fter­ 
noon, in all cities, village, and towns 
where memorial exercises are held. 
Hee. 2. 
Any person guilty of a viola­ 
tion of section I of this act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
punish able accord i ugly. 
Hee. 3 
T h is act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage. 
Approved March I, 1907.

Tn my book I have given the 
result of long years of w atching ani­ 
mals in the wilderness with no other 
object than to study their habits and 
so far as man can to understand the 
mystery of their dumb life. 
“ in every preface I have stated and 
f new repeat the statement that every 
Incident t Ii a t I recorded from my ob­ 
servation is true as far as an honest, 
educated m an can see and understand 
the truth. 
In your recent a ttack t Ii is 
is 
what you 
chiefly deny. 
I 
have 
spoken the truth and you accuse nu* 
of deliberate falsehood and m isre p re ­ 
sentation. 
As president of the United 
States you have gone out of you way 
publicly to in j u r -* the private citizen 
who was att* ruling strictly to his own 
business; as a man you have accused 
of falsehood another man whose Ideals 
of truth and honor are quite as high as 
your ow n. 
‘ This is the whole issue between 
us. 
I meet it squarely and so must 
you. 
If I have spoken 
falsely, if in 
book or work or mine 
T have inten­ 
tionally deceived any 
child or man 
regarding animal life, I promise pub­ 
licly 
to 
retract 
every 
such 
word 
and p r o m i s e never to write a nother 
animal book. 
On th** other hand, if 
I show to any disinterested person 
that you have a c c u s e d me falsely you 
m ust publicly withdraw your accusa­ 
tion and apologize.

“ As a man and a president no other 
honorable course is open to you. You 
base your recent charges chiefly on the 
m atter of a big white wolf killing a 
young caribou by a bite in the chest, 
described by mo in ‘Northern Trails.’

clare ‘by no posibility could a wolf per­ 
form the aet.’ ”
